For example, if @ mar-
rled man supports a father who is
incapable of self-support he is entitled
to the $200 credit for such person.
If through force of circumstances he
supports his wife away from home he
is entitled to the $2,000 examption
allowed a married person, but not
to a $200 credit for a dependent.

“A son who has left home, but who
sends his mother more than one-half
the sum required for her support is
entitled to the $200 credit, provided
the mother can not support herself.
Otherwise, the amount must be con-
sldered as a gift, and, therefore, the
credit ig not allowed. A son living at
home and supporting his father,
mother, or other relative may claim
the $2,000 allowed the head of a
family, but not the $200 eredit unless
such relative is under 18 years of
age or incapable of self-support.
